The  School  of  Hygiene  will  be  host  for  the 
Fifth  Fred  L.  Soper  Lecture  in  International 
Health,  to  be  given  on  Monday,  Feb.  10,  at 
2 p.m.  Speaker  is  Prof.  George  Macdonald, 
Director  of  the  Ross  Institute  of  Tropical 
Hygiene  and  Vice-Dean  of  the  London 
School  of  Hygiene  and  Tropical  Medicine, 
who  will  talk  on  “Eradication  of  Malaria”. 

The  lectureship  was  established  in  1959 
to  honour  Dr.  Soper  on  his  retirement  as 
director  of  the  Pan  American  Sanitary 
Bureau  and  Regional  Director  for  the  Ameri- 
cas of  the  World  Health  Organization.

at  the  Westbury  Hotel.  Dr.  Myron  E.  Weg- 
man,  Dean  and  Professor  of  Public  Health, 
University  of  Michigan  School  of  Public 
Health,  will  discuss  the  goals  and  methods 
for  health  services  in  different  countries.
